Second Hand Wiieels Not Valuable In 


A Swap 


Howard, I be*4- "^afl exchanging or "swapping"' wheels 


has been a popular practice in Ports- 
month, and many riiers havenew wheels 
each season. The local dealers doubt if 
there will be much swapping this sea- 
son. They say, "So good a wheel is 
manufactured now that people hive no 
desire to trade. They find that their own 
wheels tire standing the racket in an ex- 
cellent manner, and while this is so 
there will not be so many second hand 
wheels swapped for new onas Thin will 
ba a decided boon to the dealers. They 
would rather handle new wheels than 
tne second hand articles at any time. 


The old wheels a.e getting harder to 


dispose of each season, f.tom the fact 
that the new wheels are cooling down 
to very low prices and most anyone 
would rather pay a little more aud get 
o new wheel. It is said that the average 
price for second hand wheels of tha first 
grade -will be from $25 to $30 For other \ 
wheels $15 to $20 will ba excellent 
prices. The days of high prices for se- 
cond wheels have passed by aid tha 
dealers now will not offer very much for 
the old wheels knowing that they will 
be very hard to dispose of. 


There are many bargains offered in 


second baud wheels., and sometimes it 
i? batter economy to take one of these 
if one can ba assured that it is in good 
shape and has not been racked about to 
any extent. It is remarkable how much 
banging a bicycle will stand and now 
the average wheel should be plenty 
good enough for three seasons, or many 
more if it has not been used too much.'

It is learned, however, that the ques- 
tion of the pajment of the Cuban army 
was the only matter diwu^sed. 


The committee that was appointed to- 


endea\or to raise a lean of I12.WO.OOO 
to- this purpose submitted his report, 
in which it was stated that several prop- 
ositions had been made to financiers, 
but all of them refused to take any part 
in handling a loan unlefts it \\as guaran- 
teed by the^Jnited States government. 
The assembly has little hope of obtaining 
such a guarantee. 


Several of the deputies proposed that 


the 13.600,000 offered by the United States 
be paid to the army, and that the bal- 
ance due the troops be paid to them in 
promissory notes, signed by the assem- 
bly, to be fedeenfj.ed by the future gov- 
ernment of the republic of Cuba. After 
much discussion this -proposal was ""laid 
over for further consideration, tcylp.y. 


General Brooke has ordered tha*l an in- 


vestigation, be made Into the distribution 
of "rations here and elsewhere In the isl- 
and. 
tKiring January and February 


1,000,000 rations were sufficient to supply 
tbe whole island, not Including Santiago 
province, but General Brooke has re- 
ceived requisition for 2.000,000 for March. 
He believes that many persons who are 
not in need are receiving rations in the 
cities, and if this proves to 'be the ease, 
he will take stringent measures to pre- 
vent it. General Ludlow has already is- 
•ued strict orders to prevent well-to-do 
people from getting rations in Havana 
Meanwhile there is great need among the 
real poor in the country. 


Blanco Casanova, an ex-officer of the 


Spanish army, has presented to General 
Gomez a scheme to establish a standing 
array in Cuba. He wishes General Gomez 
to secure the backing of the Americana 
for the scheme, which provides that the 
army shall consist of 40,000 Tnen, two- 
thirds to be Cubans and the rest Ameri- 
sans 
A high official told your corre- 


spondent that if General Gomez submit- 
ted such a scheme to the Americans it 
would not be considered. He added. 
'"We are trying now to disband one 
army, not to raise another."

CHOATE ,AT ^WINDSOR.

Ambassador, Mr. Joseph H. Choate, re- 
turned from Windsor at noon today, 
after having been formally presented to 
Queen Victoria and having passed the 
night at the castle.
